WHAT WE SOCIAL DEM 
OCRATS ARE AFTER. 
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Recent cventa in the labor world fur- 
Dish sercml examplet of tbs poss'.ble— 
it would be more nearly correct to say 
probable-^untenablc positions the print¬ 
ing trades untons may be placed In If 
the effort* to accure peace between the 
typograpblcnl and pressmen’s unions 
prove abortive, says W. B. Prescott, 
former president of the International 
Typographical union. Reference la 
omde to the "JuHsdlotlon igbta” be¬ 
tween unions, of which there seem to 
be more than the usual number this 
year, and If these disgraceful striker 
have not been more numerona than 
heretofore the unions engaged have 
been more Important and the contests 
more disastrous tbnu we have experi¬ 
enced since the struggle for 8 uprema <7 
between the unions nod the Knights of 
Labor in the eighties. At that time 
the unions were on the defensive, and 
It was feared their peculiar system of 
government was to be supplanted by a 
nerw and untried form of organization. 
This gave a eolor—and Just a coloring— 
of JueJficotlon for the regrettable and 
harmful policy pt raued In some locali¬ 
ties at that time. There Is now no 
such question involved. Judicious un¬ 
ionists look on and are powerless to 
prevent strikes l>eing called for the sole 
purpose of gratifying a lust for power 
on the part of a union that wishes to 
crtidh an organization similar In nil Its 
essential fonrures, but uumeiieally 
weaker. And when the conflict ends 
no principle has been conserved, not 
one adherent has l»ern won to the 
cause of lal)or. On the contrary, many 
have been lost; thonsnmlB of well wish- 
ors, ronHtralne<l. to w'ltbhold their sym¬ 
pathy, finally turn fronj the workers In 
disgust, while the direct evil effects 
that flow from ordinary liuliistrlal 
strife are lncn‘ascd tunny fold, for the 
fratricidal Mrlkc is usually the most 
bitterly waged of all strikes. Inevita¬ 
bly the nonunion employer fattens dur¬ 
ing such n war. while the Innocent em¬ 
ployer of union men Is the gn'iitest Im¬ 
mediate sufferer In the end the work¬ 
ers who indulge In these w*lld dant'cs 
must pay for the music and their con- 
trlhiitlon Is exarte<l» from them In the 
slmpe of work dlverifd Into other 
channels or In a Unnornllzt-d. tbongli 
perhaps victorious, union being com¬ 
pelled to ncfi*pt less fiivonible wage 
contracts. If then* were no mate¬ 
rial considerations Involved nnloni.sts 
should have sufficient pride to estop 
them frfun entering on a quarrel in 
which their fs-st friends—their employ- 
ore—would liccome the chief vicUms.

The 
laborer is simply a hired appendage to the iiiseluiie. The machine has 
come to be the main thing, THE l-'OSTl.Y THI.VG—the living np- 
pOTdage, the laborer, ean ho gotten «ithout niueh (rouble or eo.st. 
^'ou^-e-<lav8 if an ouTier of tools does not want In li-t a workinginan 
work, the Tatter lias no means of subsistenee unless be finds some other 
“lord of production” who will permit him to produce sfimething. 

And so this system now creates the de|)endence of the thoii.sauds 
upon the few. 

Tlie working ]>eo]ile cannot do the work tliat is tlie mo.st njee.s- 
•aiy for themselves and for tlie eominunily at any purliculiir time, tn’t 
must do the work for which they aic paid, whether that work is neces¬ 
sary or not. It is frequently the ease that tlie workman fiirnushes 
things of luxury for others while he T.imself is suffering for the neces¬ 
saries of life. E'or instance there are n lot of stone miisnns and brick¬ 
layers out of work and their pniductivitv nt a standstill, although they 
want to work. But after they have been out of eraployment all winter 
they cannot build liouses for themselves next spring, but must wait 
till aome rich person is ready to build a grand [lalacc. often one tlint 
will remain vacant all the-year round—I have in mind several such m 
this city—or they will have to work on a grnnd stable for a street eiip 
magnate's horses. Perliap.s tlicy will have to build a hou..e for (lod 
although he does not need any houses, all the world is suppio-s'd to he 
hia house. But as a matter of fact, God has already plenty of linu.»e.s 
standing empty during the week—and most of them even on Sundays, 
because the pews are rented out like real estate. 

It is plain, then, that the workingman cannot do the work that i> 
most necessary, but only the work he is paid to do, by .some capitalist 
or combination of capitalists wliose interests liave prei edenee before 
the interests of the jveople at largc.Workingmen now-a-days arc mere 
things to the employer. He counts IllS steers and sheep by heads and 
HIS workers by hands* 

It is a paltry evrision of our capi'.aiists to say that the workers are 
free to accept or to refuse the ternif of their employers. The laborer 
HAVE to consent. If tiiey refuse the terms, there are plenty of 
others, hungry, starved and desperate, ready to take their places. But 
suppose it were possible that the employer could not get other men to 
take the place of those who refused the terms offered (and pray do not 
for a moment think that such couJd actually be the case, this is merely 
a case of supposition! the employer could stand it; he would merely 
stop business for the time being. .And do not, I beg of you, imagine for 
one instant that he would suffer privation by doing .so. 11 is home 
would be just as radiant with luxuries a» ever and he would probably 
try to endure life by a trip to eome foreign country and tben iierbaps 
come back to write a book on “Triumphant iJemocraey," a.s .Andrew 
Carnegie did after the battle of Homestead. 

CAUSE or “HARD TIMES." 

Xow, another important consideration. Since the working people of 
tha country do not receive the full value of their products how tan they 
he expected to buy back those products? Their numerical strengthmake.- 
them the chief consumers of the country, and tnose on whom thi; pro¬ 
duction mainly depends. In this way (by the laboring iKciple not being 
able to consume euougli) and by the planless way in wliieli produelion 
is carried on in general, the .SO-CALLED over-produelion i- i real. d. 
That is. no matter how much or how litllc the toilers of n mition erente. 
they always create more than they a»c able to buy with tlieir luigcs. 
And in this way the so-called criscsoriginato. They have eome upi>n 
us about every fifteen years, roughly speaking, since capitalist produc¬ 
tion began its sway. .\t such time.s the trade and the miinufaelurina 
of a nation come to a standstill, beoauso “there is loo much on band!” 

•And the working people have to stop work and go ragged and 
hungry, BECAVSE THERE IS TOO Mrt.H OX U.WD. Think 
of it! 

But statesmen, newspapers, lawyers and .so-rallcd “reformers” on 
such occasions claim that u is either too much silver or too little silver 
or lack of confidence (!) or the tariff or what not that is the cause >■( 
the criaia, or of Gte panic, as it is sometimes called. 

But hard timet are really hard on tliose uhose only subsistence dc- 
)>cnds on tlieir having work to do. 

For the poor people the times are .\LW.\YS hard. 

During “hard times" the wives and daiighlcrs of the capiiiilist do 
not leave off attending balls, parlies and me opera in their silks and 
diamonds. On the contrary if the times are very hard, me clinri;> 
organir.alionF. which, in spite of some good intentions that are bm I. 
of them, are intended to deal out hush money to the ili-possesspil, 
simply arrange a "Charity ball.” They then dance, eat —ye.s, and 
drmk—for the poor! 

.4s far as security of work is eoncerned the iiorkman of the pres¬ 
ent time is worse off than any of his predcccs.sors in liistorv. He i- 
worse off actually than the black slave was. In fact the Irregulariti 
of his employment, the frequency with wliieh be i» out of work, is the 
most alarming feature of the workingman's condition. The toiler 
of today cannot work when he want.s to, or when he ought to. in order 
to support himself and family. He can only work when it is to the 
“profit” of the employer that he should do so. 

For instance, in order to keep tip the prii-.- of steel the Illhioi. 
Steel company gives iD numbered slate more holiduts tliau is good for 
him and liis family. Even leaving siicli cases as that out of tlic ques¬ 
tion. now-a-days no employer can afford to give his men work wlicn 
there is no profit in it for him. He cannot well carry on his busintsis 
at a loss, at least for any great length of time. In such a case he lia- 
to stop business and that means to stop produetion. Wliether liis work¬ 
men ought to work in order to live, whether they JIILST work in ordci 
to live, that is a matter he cannot stop to consider. The onlv matter 
of consideration is the “profit.” 

This condition of things is rendered enormously more preearious 
by every new invention, by every new so-called "latior-saving device.” 
These new inventions, these victories of man, of society, over naturc'v 
iliysical forces, ought certainly to be unqualified blessings to all. 
Vet how often have they proven actual instruments of torture to the 
toilers! How many have the introduction of maehinerv thrown out of 
employment? How many existences have thereby been destroved? .\I1 
the advantage of all the new inventions, machines anil improvements 
now mainly go to tlie small class of capitalists. While on the other 
har.l these new inventions, machines and improvements and labor de¬ 
vices displace human lalior and steadily increase the army of the un¬ 
employed, who starved and frantir arc ever ready to take' the places of 
those who have work, thereby still further depressing tiie labor 
market. It is from this army that the capitalists recruit tlieir s|)ocial 
police, their deputy sheriffs, their Pinkerton detectives and some of 
their most useful politicians.
